U of A just keeps on cuttin 


Budget forecast predicts more unhappy news for studen,

To add to the growing list of 
financial difficulties at the Univer- 
sity of Alberta, the administration 
now has to find an estimated $29.1 
million to cut from its budget over 
the next three years. 

The U of A is anticipating a fif- 
teen per cent cut to its grant pack- 
age from the provincial govern- 
ment, starting in the 1994-95 school 
year. 

No specific targets have been 
announced by the government. The 
Advanced Education Minister will 
not know the exact amount until 
the next provincial budget, but 
University officials are preparing 
for the worst. 

Earlier this month Ady said he 
was expecting his department 
would have to trim about 15 per 


cent out of its budget.

“Keep access a priority, so that if 
you make cuts, your emphasis 
should be on maintaining or in- 
creasing access. Secondly, don’t 
look to the government to deregu- 
late tuition. Do not see tuition as a 
source of revenue,” said Bob 
Dawson, executive secretary for 
Jack Ady. 

However, in his operating bud- 
get forecast for the next three years, 
Glenn Harris, vice president of fi- 
nance and administration, says en- 
rolment must remain at current 
levels in the next few years, as that 
would only result in further rev- 
enue losses. 

“A reduction of one [full time] 
student results in a revenue loss of 
around $3000.”

Marty Gunderson also voted 
Reform. He said he was disap- 
pointed more Easterners didn’t 
pledge their support to the party, 
as it would have given Manning 
more credibility, and perhaps en- 
abled him to form the official op- 
position. 

“T was a PC supporter, but I 
wasn’t impressed with what they 
did in the previous shot we gave 
them,” he said.

For 
Reform [the deficit] isa priority...for 
my future, and for the future of all 
Canadians.” 

Gunderson said he has accepted 
the inevitability of massive cuts to 
social programs, and so he isn’t 
worried about Reform’s plans. 

“The cuts] have to come, be- 
cause we do have this debt, and 
these interest payments are basi- 
cally a waste of taxpayers’ money.” 

Not everyone was so critical of 
the last nine years of the Tory re- 
gime. 

“We've had nine years of To- 
ries—Brian Mulroney’s done a lot. 
It’snot completely his fault, though. 
I mean we’ve been in a recession 
and so he’s had to make some re- 
ally tough decisions. A lot of those 
decisions weren't liked by a major- 
ity of Canadians,” said Asha 
Stephens, who voted Liberal this 
election. 

“I think Westerners felt that they 
werent getting their input in, so 
they moved to Reform. And Re- 
form has proven to be effective in 
some ways.” 

Stephens is optimistic about the 
next four or five years of Liberal 
rule. 

“I think there is a lot of poten- 
tial... [Chrétien] has integrity, it’s 
just a matter of seeing it now.”

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The neglected STD?

You may think you’re going 
crazy, but you might just have 
bowel problems. 

According to Laura Pennington, 
a writer and publisher and the au- 
thor of anew cookbook called Can- 
dida Free Cuisine, many of today’s 
health problems from mental ill- 
ness to acne can be cured with the 
right diet. 

Candida is a disorder of the 
bowel where the body’s produc- 
tion of yeast goes into overdrive 
and begins to throw chemical and 
physiological functions out of kil- 
ter. 

According to Pennington, Can- 
dida strikes 70 per cent of the fe- 
male population and 30 per cent of 
males. 

“Kids, unfortunately,” said 
Pennington, “are being misdiag- 
nosed, because only 5 per cent of 
the medical community admit it’s 
there, even though it’s in their 


medical textbooks.” 

“The medical population seems 
to thinkif they give you more drugs 
they'll cure you.” 

The reason the medical commu- 
nity denies its existence, believes 
Pennington, is because doctors 
have failed to come up with a way 
of testing the disorder. 

Because yeast, sugars, lactic ac- 
ids, and prescription drugs often 
exacerbate the problems associated 
with Candida, Pennington has 
adopted a dietary plan of attack 
against the disorder. 

“T had it [Candida] for 18 years, 
and I got rid of it this way,” said 
Pennington of the nutritional regi- 
men she imposed upon herself, 
noting that the diet not only con- 
trols but eliminates the disorder. 
However, it’s not the most appe- 
tizing cuisine available. 

“You can’t have sugar, you can’t 
have yeast, you can’t have dairy 
products, you can’t have fruit... 


said ‘Well what the hellelseis left?” 
Pennington said sufferers can’t eat 
anything with preservatives, either. 

Pennington also said that Can- 
dida may be asexually transmitted 
disease, and that this is how many 
men have come to suffer from the 
disorder. 

“Quite often the theory is that it 
is spreading sexually, if a woman 
does have a yeast infection.” 

Pennington said her book has 
been endorsed in the foreword by 
a homeopathic doctor. It has also 
been endorsed by a naturopathic 
doctor. 

She noted that her book, pub- 
lished in 1991, hasbeen selling “like 
wildfire.” Despite rigourous pro- 
motion of her book, including on 
television, the medical community 
has not criticized her. 

Still, she said, the epidemic con- 
tinues. “There are so many people 
walking around with it that it’s 
probably outpacing AIDS.”

This isa brief note on Mr. Hardy’s 
piece, “ Victimless Crime.”

Murray Foster, one fourth of the Toronto- 
based “quasi a capella” group, Moxy 
Friivous, has been having a busy day. He 
speaks from his home in the Centre of the 
Known Universe, where he and fellow 
Friivous Jean Ghomeshi played togetherina 
progressive pop band called Tall New Build- 
ings before forming the unique satirical 
group with Mike Ford and David Matheson. 
Since then, they have moved from the streets 
as a busking group to become the darlings of 
Canadian pop music, propelled by an enter- 
taining stage show combining comedy and 
theatre with their gentle yet biting melodies. 
The healthy nation-wide sales of their indie 
cassette certainly didn’t hurt, either. 

Now the foursome are making an impact 
with the release of their first full-length al- 
bum for Warner, Bargainville. The album 
covers a wide range of topics, such as com- 
mercialism (“ Video Bargainville”), Genera- 
tion X (“Stuck in the 90s”), and literary fig- 
ures (“My Baby Loves a Bunch of Authors”), 
but underneath it all lies an unassuming 
undercurrent of what some may consider 
liberal politics. Ghomeshi, for example, is an 
outspoken advocate of pro-choice, and the 
group were extremely vocal about the Gulf

Mecca Normal hits Edmonton on Thurs- 
day night to kick off CJSR’s first fundraiser 
of the year with local band Lazy Eye. 

Mecca Normal represent everything that 
is good about punk music. By refusing to 
conform to music industry standards they 
(along with label mates Beat Happening) are 
largely responsible for the whole minimalist 
scene and have influenced countless bands 
from Seaweed to Superchunk. 

Formed in 1985 by Vancouverites Jean 
Smith and David Lester, Mecca Normal have 
built up a large following south of the border 
but are largely unheard back home (as most 
of you can attest to). 

The main reason for this is their refusal to 
conform to any standard rock format. They 
are strictly a two piece. Lester plays guitar 
and Smith occasionally joins him but mostly 
just sings. That’s it, no drums, no bass, no 
keyboards. Listening to their music is proof 
that you need no more. 

Smith’s instrument is her voice. Some- 
times snarlingly powerful, other timescalmly 
beautiful, it is always wrapped around 
Lester’s slashing and swirling distorted gui- 
tar. “I treat the instrument basically as per- 
cussion” said Lester on the phone from 
Vancouver, “It’s a lot of fun in concert to 
play that way. You're just pumping out a 
rhythm and scraping and scratching. Guitar 
solos have never interested me.” 

Strong principals are a driving force be- 
hind their music. Lester cites Fugazi as a 
favourite band and 60’s musician Phil Ochs 
as a major influence largely because he “was

War. But then again, who wasn’t? Why 
should it matter that a pop band be vocal 
about anything? 

Ghomeshi spoke about this earlier in the 
year, after playing a set at In-Fest ‘93. When 
queried about how a band as left-minded as 
Moxy Frtivous claims to be allows them- 
selves to be coralled into a major label con- 
tract, he is ready and adamant to defend the 


someone who wrote what he wanted and 
handled his career the way that he wanted 
to.” Firm believers in the DIY philosophy, 
they released their first album on their own 
Smarten Up! label before joining Olympia’s 
K Records (run by Calvin and Heather from 
Beat Happening and one of the coolest indie 
labels in the States). They still run every- 
thing themselves from tour bookings to cover 
artwork (typically paintings by Lester). 
The raw spare sound of their music is 
becoming more common as many newer 
bands seem to be adopting the minimalist 
style, but Mecca Normal’s sound remains 
distinctly their own. “Yeah we were the first

band that Calvin signed to K record. We’ve 
been around since the beginning, back when 
there was more of a hardcore punk sound in 
Vancouver and there were no bands like 
Cub or Kreviss or Superconductor” said 
Lester. Last year Smith produced Vancouver 
three piece Cub’s first EP “Pep” which pro- 
ceeded to take that city by storm but they 
have no plans to produce anyone else in the 
immediate future. 

An accomplished poet, Smith recently 
had her first book I Can Hear Me Fine (pub- 
lished by Lester’s Get to the Point Publish- 
ing) receive warm reviews. She has been 
recognized as a main influence on the Riot 
Grrrls, a young radical feminist movement 
that emerged out of Olympia. Riot Grrrl

Alberta X-country fail at Canada West finals

After the field had cleared at the 
Canada West Cross-Country Cham- 
pionships in Calgary last Saturday, 
two things became evident: the 
University of British Columbia 
mens team’s top national ranking is 
well deserved, and the GoldenBears 
will have to wait until next season 
to reclaim their pride. 

The UBC Thunderbirds put ona 
humbling display of distance run- 
ning—their women’s team upset 
the defending CIAU champion Uni- 
versity of Calgary, and the men’s 
team abused an elite field of Canada 
West's best distance talent. 

The womens 5 km race was won 
by Calgary’s Lisa Harvey, whose 
Dinos were unable to retain their 
title against UBC’s strong team run- 
ning. Alberta rookie Jennifer Koelbl 
finished an impressive ninth-place, 
as the Pandas held on to last year’s 
fourth-place spot. 

“The girls ran as well as could be 
expected,” commented head coach 
Ron Barnhart, but could not say the

same for the Bears. 

Although the Bears came to 
Canada West vastly improved over 
last year’s squad, they made the 
faulty assumption that rival pro- 
grams had remained static. Finish- 
ing fourth behind UBC, Manitoba, 
and Victoria, the Bears were actu- 
ally knocked down a place from 
last season. 

“I’m very disappointed with the 
men’s team,” said Barnhart, as he 
surveyed the carnage. “We went in 
blind, and Manitoba surprised us. 
Aside from Trevor Aarbo, who was 
outstanding, I thought most people 
would have run better.” 

One reason for the setback was 
the improved quality of the field, 
which also included Alberta’s best 
senior distance runners in the open 
category. 

“There wasn’t a weak guy in that 
race,” admitted Matt Fedoruk. 

Co-captain Tim Berrett, the Bears 
top scorer in ninth agreed, saying, 
“Do you realize I placed higher at 
World Championships than! did at 


Canada West?” 

Leading the way for UBC was 
Jeff Schiebler, the 20-year-old heir 
apparent to teammate Graem Fell’s 
title as Canada’s premier distance 
talent. Schiebler and Fell pulled the 
field through a 4:30 opening mile, 
what Steve Prefontaine called “the 
kind of pace that puts shit in your 
legs” and led UBC into a sweep of 
the top four places. 

The Bears other co-captain, Neil 
“Slippers” Chomos remarked after 
the race. “We just took a big bite of 
a reality sandwich,” acknowledg- 
ing the T-Bird’s dominance. 

Coach Barnhart is already look- 
ing forward to next season, which 
he feels will bring better results to 
this young program, and projects 
that the U of A will be at the top 


.within a couple of years. As for 


now, most members of the team 
will move indoors to prepare for 
the rigors of the trackand field cam- 
paign.
